A Nation's Welcome to the Nations. 


AS AN OUSTER 


Washington. April 25.—Senator Pen- 


rose, of Pennsylvania, whose name has 
been freely mentioned in connection 
•with the giving away at a dinner of 
the details of an alleged conspiracy 
against President Roosevelt, was one 
ol the early visitors at the white house 
today, reaching there hefore 10 o'clock. 
This is Senator Penrdse's first visit 
to the white house since the publica- 
tion of the story which he denied a 
day or two afterward. 


Cooled His'Heels Awhile. 


The senator remained at the white 


house for an hour but a good portion 
of this time he spent in conversation 
with Secretary Loeb. there being 
other visitors at the president's office. 
When the senator cnme out he was 
surrounded by a group o! newspaper 
men who followed him to the gates 
of the grounds in front of the presi 
dent's house. The senator was not at 
all communicative and declared again 
and again he had nothing to say of 
any consequence. 
The dialogue be- 


tween the senator and the reporters 
•was subsequently as follows: 


"What was th eobject of your visit, 


senator?" 


"It was purely social. I had a very 


nice visit. It is very nice of you 
gentlemen to walk along with me but 
I have nothing to say." 


"Nothing to add to or take from the 


talk about the so-called conspiracy?" 


"No, no." 
"Did you-explain to the president 


why the Pennsylvania legislature re 
fused to indorse him for a third 
term?" 


"1 did not."

,or Penroso and himself and that he 
lad not seen Senator Penrose during 
his visit to the white house. 


No information was given out at 


:he white house regarding 
Senator 


Penrose's call except that the visit had 
been a very pleasant one. 


Secretary Loeb said that he was not 


present during the senator's talk with 
the president, but that in the subse- 
quent conversation Mr. Penrose had 
with the secretary the so-called con- 
spiracy was not referred to. 


President Talks With New. 


President Roosevelt today discussed 


national politics and some of the busi- 
ness of the republican national com- 
mittee with its acting chairman, Harry 
S. New, who remained with the presi- 
dent some time. With the newspaper 
men, 
however, Mr. New would 
not 


talk politics. He said, however, that 
four cities are already In the field for 
the honor of holding the next national 
convention of the republican party, in- 
vitations having been received from 
Chicago, St. Louis, Kansas City and 
Seattle. A selection will be made by 
the national committee at its meeting 
here in December. Mr. New said he 
did not expect to be in the city again 
until that time. 


Representative Burton, of Ohio, who 


accompanied Secretary Taft on his re- 
cent trip to the Panama canal and the 
West Indies, talked with the president 
for some time today. Mr. Burton said 
that it concerned the inland waterways 
commission, of which he is chairman, 
and scouted the suggestion that.poli- 
tics were considered.

Indianapolis, April 24.—Plans are 


shaping, it is said, for the incorpor- 
ation of a company, to build an elec- 
tric line from Terre Haute to Koko- 
mo by way of Crawfordsville and 
Frankfort. It is proposed to build the 
line in sue ha way as to enable its 
ine in such a way as to enable its 
owners to conduct a coal carrying 
;er and freight traffic. The estimated 
cost is $4,000,000. 


The new road would connect at Ko- 


Iwmo with the Kokomo, Marion and 
Western, running from Marion and 
Kokomo. 
This road was built four 


years ago. Though its owners deny 
being back of the new enterprise, they 
admit that they are much interested 
In it, inasmuch as the proposed line 
would give the Kokomo-Marton line a 
western outlet. 


The promoters of the so-called "edu- 


cational route" are also greatly inter- 
ested in the proposed plans. These 
promoters are perfecting their plans 
for a north and south line from Lafay- 
ette through Crawfordsville to Green- 
castle. Plans are developing rapidly 
for this line, it is declared.

Pittsburg, Pa., April 25.—One of the 


most remarkable and spectacular fires 
seen in this vicinity started last night 
in the William Zoeller Packing com 
pany plant, Spring Garden avenue 
Allegheny, opposite this city. 


Early today, when the

fireproof warehouse, in

stored 500,000 pounds of

metal frame being blown downward 
into the factory, burying Downey in its 
descent.

But it Is now 
common for a farmer on that di- 
vision to sack up a wagonload of 
wheat, take the cargr to the nearest 
joint to his farm where a Wlnona 
Erelght car stops, and when the car 
comes along, the crew picks up the 
sacks ot wheat.

pany moves the wheat for the farm- 
er to Goshen, Warsav. or any inter- 
mediate point, the farmer sending it 
to the market which offers him the 
most money. In this way the farm- 
ers have on that road had severa 
markets opened, where before one o 
these tillers of tlie soil had onlj 
one place to sell his products.
